Total  collections  by  Salvage 
Committees  of  Pennsylvania 
; from  Jan.  1 to  May  31  were 
: announced  by  the  State  Com- 
mittee as  follows:  245,309  tons 
scrap  metal;  9,092  tons  tin  cans; 
3,279,380  pounds  fats;  and  3,- 
198,960  pairs  hosiery. 

While  these  totals  kept  Penn- 
sylvania in  the  forefront,  a 
warning  was  given  by  Colley  S. 
Baker,  Salvage  Committee  sec- 
retary, that  scrap  quotas  for  the 
last  half  of  the  year  will  prob- 
ably be  even  higher  than  for 
the  first  half. 

Special  praise  was  given  to 
Warren  County  Salvage  Com- 
mittee, headed  by  W.  T.  Corbett, 
in  a bulletin  issued  by  Mr. 
Baker.  Citing  the  county’s  per 
capita  scrap  metal  average  of 
177  pounds  for  the  first  half  of 
1943,  and  its  other  totals,  Mr. 
Baker  declared  “this  is  the  best 
all-around  salvage  job  being 
done  today  in  Pennsylvania.”

15-Second  Bias! 

Is  New  All-Clear 
Signal  In  Sfale 

The  inaudible  all-clear — a 
persistent  cause  of  confusion  in 
Pennsylvania  air  raid  drills 
since  last  February — gave  way 
this  week  to  a state-wide  aud- 
ible signal  of  15  seconds’  dura- 
tion. 

Official  action  putting  the  new 
signal  into  effect  was  taken  by 
the  SCD  in  the  form  of  an 
amendment  to  Rule  4,  after  Maj. 
Gen.  Milton  A.  Reckord,  head 
of  the  Third  Service  Command, 
had  turned  the  matter  over  to 
the  states. 

Revoking  the  previous  speci- 
fications for  all-clear  in  Rule 
4,  the  SCD  substituted  the  fol- 
lowing new  paragraph: 

“(5)  ALL  CLEAR  SIGNAL. 
This  signal  is  a public  audible 
signal  indicating  all-clear  in  the 
district  so  warned.  The  signal 
may  be  given  by  sirens,  horns 
or  whistles  except  in  those  cases 
where  the  Executive  Director, 
representing  the  State  Council 
of  Defense,  has,  upon  applica- 
tion of  a Council  of  Defense,  ap- 
proved in  writing  an  alternative 
method  of  giving  the  all-clear 
signal  for  the  territory  served 
by  said  Council  of  Defense.  The 
duration  of  the  audible  all-clear 
signal  shall  be  15  seconds. 

“The  all-clear  signal  shall  not 
be  effective  or  acted  upon  until 
the  conclusion  of  the  15-second 
period.” 

The  latter  provision  was  in- 
serted so  that  Pennsylvanians 
would  not  “jump  the  gun”  and 
turn  on  their  lights  as  soon  as 
the  first  sirens  begin  to  sound 
following  the  second  “blue”  sig- 
nal. In  some  cases,  this  signal 
might  turn  out  to  be  a second 
“red”  warning. 

In  permitting  Councils  to  ap- 
ply to  the  Executive  Director 
for  an  alternative  method  of 
giving  the  all-clear,  the  SCD  is 
carrying  out  a stipulation  by 
General  Reckord  that  the  all- 
clear  need  not  be  uniform 
throughout  an  entire  state. 
However,  the  uniform  signal 
will  be  adhered  to  as  widely  as 
possible. 

General  Reckord’s  decision 
giving  Pennsylvania,  Maryland 
and  Virginia  the  option  of 
adopting  an  audible  all-clear

came  after  a successful  try-out 
in  the  Philadelphia  area.  New 
Jersey  and  other  states  in  the 
Second  Service  Command  al- 
ready have  a 15-second  all- 
clear. 

While  General  Reckord  indi- 
cated that  the  radio  all-clear 
will  be  continued,  the  official 
signal  in  Pennsylvania  will  be 
the  audible  one.  Radio  an- 
nouncements, instituted  by  the 
Army  Feb.  17,  proved  ineffec- 
tive because  Air  Raid  Wardens 
and  many  citizens  did  not  hear 
them. 


FIRST  PENNANT  IS 
AWARDED  IN  BERKS 

South  Heidelberg  Twp.,  Berks 
County,  became  the  first  official- 
ly-designated V-Community  in 
Pennsylvania  when  a handsome 
OCD  pennant  was  presented  at 
a picnic  in  Wernersville,  July  15. 

Although  York  County  com- 
pleted its  V-Home  drive  before 
Berks,  the  first  pennant  was 
sent  to  Wernersville  because  of 
advance  plans  made  for  the 
picnic. 

A supply  of  pennants  for 
award  in  these  two  counties 
and  also  in  Crawford  and  Elk  is 
expected  to  arrive  soon.  Com- 
munities in  which  60  per  cent 
or  more  homes  are  V-Homes 
are  eligible  to  display  the  tri- 
angular 3x5  pennants. 


‘SHELTERS’  NEEDED 

More  shelter  areas  are  needed 
for  persons  caught  on  streets, 
in  motor  vehicles  and  in  small 
stores  when  the  air  raid  signal 
is  sounded,  OCD  Director  Lan- 
dis declared  this  week. 

Suggestions  for  setting  aside 
such  shelters  in  relatively  safe 
modem  buildings  are  given  in 
an  OCD  circular  recently  issued.

RESCUE  GOAL  SET 
BY  PHILADELPHIA 

A goal  of  10  rescue  squads  for 
each  of  the  city’s  45  zones  has 
been  set  by  Philadelphia  Coun- 
cil of  Defense,  reports  Louis  J. 
Dougherty,  Rescue  Squad  Chief. 
A five-ton  “line  truck”  loaned 
by  the  Bell  Telephone  Co.  is 
being  fitted  as  a model  rescue 
truck  for  demonstrations. 

Dougherty  said  there  is  a 
great  amount  of  locally-pur- 
chased equipment,  including 
rescue  trucks,  throughout  the 
city.  As  an  example  he  cited 
Sector  6,  Zone  44,  which  has 
$7,000  of  such  equipment.  If 
other  sectors  have  comparable 
amounts,  there  would  be  more 
than  $3,000,000  worth  in  the 
city. 


20  CHILD  CENTERS 
NOW  IN  OPERATION 

Twenty  Child  Care  Centers 
have  been  opened  in  Pennsyl- 
vania and  14  others  are  in  the 
planning  stage,  Mrs.  Benjamin 
Ludlow,  Director  of  Child  Care 
for  the  SCD,  reported  this  week. 

Of  the  Centers  already  open- 
ed, 13  are  operating  on  com- 
munity funds  and  seven  have 
received  Federal  aid.  A total  of 
400  volunteers  have  been  train- 
ed for  Child  Care  work. 

“Child  Care  Committees  have 
helped  to  stimulate  recreation 
programs  also,”  Mrs.  Ludlow 
said.  “Many  new  playgrounds 
have  been  opened,  a variety  of 
adolescent  recreation  programs 
have  developed  through  schools, 
churches  and  organized  agen- 
cies, and  curfews  have  been 
established  in  many  commun- 
ities.”

Under  the  time-table  recom- 
mended by  the  OCD,  Councils 
of  Defense  in  target  areas  of 
Pennsylvania  should  now  be 
engaged  in  transferring  Fire 
Watchers  and  “surplus”  mem- 
bers of  other  CDC  units  to  the 
new  Fire  Guard  organization. 

The  time  schedule  is  given  in 
a bulky  OCD  publication  which 
was  sent  to  county  and  city 
Councils  of  Defense  this  month 
outlining  the  entire  program  of 
promotion  for  Fire  Guards. 

July  15  to  Aug.  1 was  set 
aside  for  recruiting  transfers, 
while  Aug.  1 to  Sept.  15  is  re- 
served for  recruiting  persons 
not  already  members  of  the 
CDC,  and  Sept.  15  is  the  date 
set  for  starting  the  16-hour 
training  course. 

For  the  present,  Fire  Guards 
are  to  be  organized  only  in  cities 
that  have  received  four-gallon 
pump  tank  extinguishers  under 
the  OCD  equipment  program. 
A team  of  three  or  four  mem- 
bers will  man  these  pumps  in 
each  city  block. 

Pennsylvania  has  32,700  Fire 
Watchers  and  thousands  of  sur- 
plus Air  Raid  Wardens  to  form 
the  nucleus  of  the  Fire  Guard 
unit.  The  new  unit  will  be  part 
of  the  Warden  organization, 
headed  by  Fire  Guard  brigade 
leaders  who  will  serve  under 
Sector  Wardens.

Meanwhile,  the  Federal  Com- 
munications Commission  has 
broadened  the  scope  of  WERS 
to  permit  its  use  not  only  in 
time  of  enemy  action  but  also 
“during  emergencies  endanger- 
ing life,  public  safety,  or  im- 
portant property.”

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CONSUMER  VIOLATIONS 
REPORTED  BY  COUNTIES 

Reports  on  “black  market”  ac- 
tivities have  been  received  by 
Mrs.  Conway  Zirkle,  SCD  Con- 
sumer Chairman,  from  more 
than  15  counties,  and  they  in- 
dicate that  consumer  violations 
are  common  throughout  the 
State. 

“The  principal  infraction  by 
consumers  is  the  mis-use  of  ra- 
tion stamps,”  said  Mrs.  Zirkle. 
“Violations  on  the  part  of  sell- 
ers and  illicit  dealers  appear  to 
be  confined  largely  to  big  cen- 
ters of  population.” 

Mrs.  Zirkle  has  asked  county 
Consumer  Committees  to  sub- 
mit reports  on  local  black  mar- 
kets so  that  a true  picture  can 
be  obtained  of  conditions  in  the 
State. 


CENSORS  BAR  RADIO 

BLACKOUT  PRACTICE 

A ruling  by  the  Office  of 
Censorship  resulted  in  cancella- 
tion of  Pennsylvania’s  pre-an- 
nounced  educational  practice 
blackout  in  which  a “play-by- 
play”  explanation  of  the  air  raid 
signals  was  to  be  broadcast  by 
45  radio  stations. 

The  drill,  scheduled  for  July 
8,  had  been  officially  approved 
by  the  Army.  However,  the 
Office  of  Censorship  intervened, 
holding  that  radio  participation 
would  tend  to  create  confusion 
in  that  it  might  cause  people  to 
depend  on  radio  in  a real  air 
raid,  when  radio  stations  would 
be  off  the  air. 


RALLY  DRAWS  3,000 

An  outdoor  Block  Leaders’ 
Rally  sponsored  by  Reading- 
Berks  County  Council  of  De- 
fense attracted  3,000  persons  to 
City  Park,  Reading,  on  July  4.

Osman,  was  a pageant  depict- 
ing the  United  Nations.

Correct  Failures 
In  Pre-Dawn  Test 

Slip-ups  which  resulted  in 
failure  of  20  or  more  counties 
to  participate  in  Pennsylvania’s 
June  22  pre-dawn  practice 
blackout  have  been  investi- 
gated and  steps  taken  to  pre- 
vent any  recurrence. 

The  blackout,  lasting  from 
4:30  to  4:59  a.m.,  was  the  first 
ordered  over  the  Army  “black 
box”  warning  system  and  also 
the  first  called  at  an  hour  when 
most  people  are  asleep. 

Both  of  these  innovations  con- 
tributed to  the  failures.  In  some 
cases,  the  black  box  signals  were 
mistaken  for  communications 
tests,  in  other  cases  not  enough 
volunteers  were  on  duty  to  fan 
out  the  warnings,  and  in  still 
other  instances  the  public 
alarms  were  not  in  readiness  to 
function. 

Because  of  the  “weak  spots” 
which  were  revealed,  Col.  Lynn 
G.  Adams,  SCD  Chief  of  Pro- 
tective Services,  declared  the 
test  was  extremely  valuable. 
“Such  weaknesses  were  antici- 
pated,” he  said,  “and  they  can 
now  be  corrected.” 

Regional  Representatives  of 
the  SCD  investigated  each  of 
the  failures  and  assisted  in  cor- 
recting the  faults.

cording  to  population,  and  will 
devote  full  time  to  the  work. 

Expect  Shipment 

Because  of  priorities,  no  “re- 
torts” are  yet  available  for 
civilians,  but  the  SCD  expects 
to  receive  a small  shipment 
soon  for  allocation  in  the  state. 
The  retorts  will  process  33 
quarts  at  a time  and  are  supe- 
rior to  current  pressure  cookers,  • 
which  handle  only  7 quarts. 

Great  emphasis  is  being 
placed  on  community  dehydra- 
tors. A model  that  will  process 
up  to  8 bushels  daily  is  de- 
scribed in  a new  SCD  pamphlet. 
It  can  be  built  by  men  or  high 
school  boys. 

“The  important  thing  is  to 
get  kitchens  started  in  each 
community,”  said  a State  mem- 
orandum sent  to  local  chairmen. 
“Any  appropriate  facilities  that 
are  at  hand  should  be  used. 

“A  Conservation  Kitchen  with 
a dehydrator,  all  small  pressure 
equipment  which  can  be  bor- 
rowed, large  kettles  for  open- 
kettle  processing  of  fruits  and 
acid  vegetables,  and  one  or  two 
retorts  will  be  able  to  process 
many  bushels  of  food  which 
would  otherwise  go  to  waste  in 
the  late  summer  and  early  fall.”
